Stanstead's performance in the 23rd annual East- 
ern Townships Track and Field Meet can best be 
summed up by the quotation of Mr. Peter Boyd 
track coach in the Daily Record, the day before the 
meet .

John 
Brohman placed second in this event with an unof- 
ficial record . Meanwhile in the Juvenile Class John 
Douglas took a second in the broad jump with an 
unofficial school record with a jump of 19' 5". In 
the Pee-wee and Bantam Classes Stanstead had no 
entries, so all its hopes depended on the Juvenile 
and Junior Classes. The Midget Class had a few 
inexperinced entries and were not expected to ob- 
tain many points. 

As the morning progressed we began to pull away 
from the rest of the schools in the Juvenile Class 
with John Douglas winning the high jump with a re- 
cord of 5' 10" 3/4, and Captain Tom Garland pla- 
cing third in the 440 yd. dash. In the Junior Class 
Bishops began to pull ahead, but Doug Mathews help 
close the gap by placing second in the Broad Jump 
and second in the 440 yd. dash. 


By lunch time it began to rain and it seemed to 
wash away Stanstead's hopes as Bishops pulled a- 
head in the lower classes.
